comfortable aſſurance. that God had 'pardoned 'and agcepted 
hinrin the blood of Chrift ; he had been 'a profeſſor of Religion 
many years in the Presbyterian way, and-a great loyer of god'y 
Miniſters; a man of juft and honeſt converſation amongſt men, 
and-one that deſired to walke blameleſs in the fight of God ; his 
fellow priſoner did ſay hedid believe that Col. Hacker had an in- ſ 
tereſt in Jeſts Chriſt. "S | 

Col. Hacker declared to ſeverall of his own friends, a little be- 
ſore he ſuffered, ' that the greatelt trouble he had upon his ſpam 
was, that he had formerly bern too great a prejudice in his beart 
topards the good people of God that differed from bim in judgement. 
And then broke forth into this admiration , O what am I poore 
vile worme,that God ſhould count me worthy to ſuffer with ſuch pre- 
cious ſoules as theſe are, againſt whom I have been formerly ſo much 
prejudiced. 

And thus theſe two gracious perfons having finiſhed their 
courſe,and the time of their departure being at hand, were both 
brought forth of priſon , the tledge being ready for them , they 
took their leave of ſome friends that ſtood at the door , and Col.
